Purpose of the Third Division 
action was: Get troops across the

the river into flatland southeast of 
Seoul.

Both actions met fierce enemy 
resistance. 
Primary purpose of the big cen­ 
tral front assault: Make the Chinese 
either stand and fight or withdraw 
from the one sector best suited for 
any enemy counter-offensive. 
Purpose of the Third Division 
action was: Get troops across the 
southern loop of the Han; establish 
a bridgehead; then move tanks 
across the shallow northern loop of 
the river into flatland southeast of 
Seoul. 
Bitter Opposition 
Third Division soldiers ran into 
hard-fighting Reds near Sinchon on 
the north side of the island and 
Chamsil near the southern shore. 
The central front assault gained 
ground despite bitter opposition. 
U. S. First Marine Division troops, 
spearheading the assault, quickly 
captured 600-foot “clover leaf hill,” 
a strategic height in the Hoengsong 
area. A Marine spokesman said the 
attack was progressing on schedule. 
The drive by American, British 
Commonwealth and South Korean 
troops was aimed at heavily-manned

north of the road hub of Hoengsong, 
AP Correspondent Stan Swinton 
reported from U. S. Eighth Army 
headquarters. 
The 25-mile attack front extended 
generally eastward from Hoengsong.

Helping The Rebels 


If revolt has broken out in Red China, as has been 
reported by various sources, it is to be hoped it is 
genuine, important and infectious. But at the same 
time it is necessary that Americans be prepared for 
disappointment and 
to recognize the 
difficulties 
involved in trying to help the Chinese people throw 
off Communist rule. 
A Peiping announcement refers to thousands of 
“cadres,” which is the regime’s term for political 
workers, being killed—more than 3,000 in Kwangsi 
alone. The announcement says that sabotage and 
other kinds of subversive activities have increased. In* 
many cases railways and bridges have been destroyed, 
factories and mines damaged, warehouses set afire. 
The Peiping announcement confirms reports of 
guerilla warfare by pro-Nationalist groups that are 
said to number hundreds of thousands of armed men. 
But these admissions were made in extending the 
death penalty to a long list of ‘‘counter-revolutionary 
offenses” committed by ‘‘those who work with im­ 
perialism against the fatherland.” For instance, those 
who harbor and protect counter-revolutionaries can 
now be put to death. So can persons found guilty of 
stirring up disunity, disturbing financial markets, and 
inciting resistance to army and labor service orders 
or even tax collection. 
The new decree is so broad that the regime can 
nowT put out of the way anybody who makes trouble. 
Another purge is certainly coming, whether the revo­ 
lution is real or not. The Chinese Communists are 
following a familiar pattern and they have now 
reached the point where they are ready to tighten 
their deadly grip still further. 
There is no doubt this move has been forced by 
what has happened in Korea. Arthur Moore, a British 
journalist in India who has just spent a month at 
Peiping for a New Delhi paper, writes that the wrar 
In Korea ‘‘is already somewhat of a surprise” to the 
Chinese Reds. He adds: “The casualties are much 
greater than they expected. The hospitals in Man­ 
churia are unequal to the influx and hospitals in 
Peiping are heavily denuded of nurses, as they have 
gone to the front.” He refers also to the problem of 
supply, which is difficult because gasoline is short. # 
If there is an incipient revolution in China, 
General MacArthur is helping it along in Korea.

Three-Cent Letter M ail 


One thing at least doesn’t cost any more today 
than it did a century ago-^-letter mail. One hundred 
years ago this coming Saturday. Congress fixed three 
cents as the cost of sending a letter up to 3.000 miles. 
It was three cents for one-half ounce in 1851 as 
compared to one ounce today. 
Almost 70 years-ago. in 1883. the letter rate was 
reduced to twTo cents. It went up to three cents for 
a time during World War I, then reverted to two 
cents. went to the present three-cents charge during 
the depression of 1932. For about ten years, however, 4 
the rate was two cents for local letters—that is, those 
for delivery within the area served by the post office 
of mailing. 
Letter (‘‘first-class’’* mail, accounting for about 
45 per cent of all postal receipts, Is the only category 
of mail matter that show's a profit in the Post Office 
Department’s financial breakdown. The Administra­ 
tion is again urging Congress to raise rates other 
than those for letters, so as to meet 70 per cent of 
the postal deficit estimated at $521,000,000 in 1951-52. 
The pre-1851 letter rates seem utterly fantastic 
today. In 1789 the charge was determined by distance, 
with wreight disregarded—7.4 cents up to 60 miles, 
11.1 cents for 60-100 miles, 14.8 cents for 100-200 miles, 
3 4 cents for each additional 100 miles. It cost 59 cents 
to send a letter from Boston to New Orleans. 
There was no delivery service at first, but in 1794 
one was set up at two cents the letter. In 1810 the 
rates were sharply reduced to a maximum of 25 cents, 
but were still graded only by distance: in 1845 weight 
as well as distance was taken into account for the 
still lower rates then in effect. 


Atom Propulsion 


Newsmen who were on the spot following a 
briefing last week of the Joint Congressional Com­ 
mittee on Atomic Energy by AEC experts said there 
was quiet jubilation all over the place. The reason 
was that work on an atomic propulsion plant for one 
of the Navy’s submarines was getting along much 
better than expected. 
A bit more was added to what little was known 
of the project by a speech at Rochester, N. Y., by AEC 
Commissioner Sumner T. Pike. Briefly, he said the 
design for two “practical, though expensive” propul­ 
sion units is almost completed and one of them is 
partially built. He added it shouldn’t be too many 
years before one or both of them should be operating 
In a submarine. 
While atomic power in a submarine is a strictly 
military development, it follows that atomic power 
automatically becomes a possibility for surface ships, 
and for peacetime applications. 
But think of a submarine, or any ship, being able 
to cruise endlessly and at will uninhibited by such 
vital considerations as fuel supplies! A helpful scien­ 
tist has figured out that a teaspoonful of atomic sub­ 
stance will be the equivalent of several million times 
the same amount of ordinary propulsion fuel. 
Add to this the fact that the portable atomic pile 
may be self-regenerating. Man has come in sight of 
the ultimate: Harnessed perpetual motion! 


WELLING of the legs is not 
an unusual occurrence among 
women in the summer time, 
especially thqse who are on 
their feet most of the day. 
This 
puffiness is not necessarily serious; 
it does not imply that the circula­ 
tion 
is 
impaired. 
Furthermore, 
there are no after-effects. 
However, not all swellings of the 
lower extremities are so innocuous. 
The cause may be obstruction of 
the main vein of the involved leg 
stemming from a clot (thrombophle­ 
bitis). 
Inflammation is the usual 
cause. 
The condition formerly was 
called “milk leg” because in bygone 
days it was so common after child­ 
birth. but it develops also after 
injury or surgery of the lower ab­ 
domen or pelvic organs. 
If these 
factors do not play a role, and 
the disorder appears spontaneous­ 
ly. a focus of infection in the throat, 
tonsils, or teeth is suspected. 


The 
early 
manifestations 
of 
thrombophlebitis are those of in­ 
fection. 
Mrs. Jones, for example, 
was recuperating nicely from her 
operation when she began to run 
a slight temperature. 
Because she 
was in bed there was no swelling 
and the only clew to the origin 
of the fever was tenderness of the 
calf of the left leg over the large 
vein. 
Had she been allowed to get 
up and walk around, puffiness would 
have appeared. 
Phlebitis demands expert care. 
The best resutts are obtained when 
the victim goes to bed and keeps 
the leg elevated on at least one 
pillow. 
Heat Is soothing and the 
sulfonamides or antibiotics often 
overcome the Infection within a few 
days. 
Anticoagulants like heparin 
or dieumarol are used frequently to 
check the spread of the disease. 
A 
bandage or elastic stocking must be 
worn meanwhile to prevent the leg 
from swelling permanently. 


• — • — • 


Obstruction of the lymph vessels 
also is a common cause of edema 
of the legs. 
These passageways 
convey vital tissue juices in which 
the cells are bathed. 
They are 
located all over the body but in the 
extremities are mast prevalent in 
the layers between the skin and the 
muscles. 
Infection produces puffi­ 
ness and when an entire leg is in­ 
volved it often doubles in size. The 
skin is taut and in the early stages, 
pressure with the fingers or thumb 
usually leaves indentations. 
Later 
this may not occur because the 
tissues become fibrous in consis- 
tency. 
Lymphangitis 
also 
may 
occur spontaneously but usually fol­ 
lows injury or infection. 
Occasion­ 
ally ringworm of the feet Is the 
culprit. The bovs who were station­ 
ed in the South Pacific will never 
forget tfie type caused by filari- 
asis. 
In some areas, the natives 
had elephantiasis: the affected leg 
was so monstrous it resembled an 
elephant’s. 
Treatment with 
bandages 
and 
medicines is much the same as 
in thrombophlebitis. 
The swelling 
is more than a cosmetic handicap. 
The involved extremity is heavy 
to lug around and whenever it is 
Injured a painful, stubborn ulcer 
Is likely to form. 
If swelling con­ 
tinues to increase desnite the best 
remedies, 
surgery 
sometimes 
is 
utilized. 
This is a tedious proce­ 
dure which is not recommended 
too frequently because It leaves 
scars and disfigurements.

ing. a yellowish discoloration, poor 
appetite,

Visit To Turkey-Bulgaria Iron Curtain Shows It's Really Rusty Barbed Wire; 


Barley Fields Are Green On Both Sides Of Curtain Here 


ALONGSIDE THE IRON CUR­ 
TAIN. 
ADRIANOPLE, Turkey — 
Winston 
Churchill’s 
» ell - coined 
phrase “the iron curtain” has now 
become so universal that some.peo­ 
ple really believe the Soviet border 
is encased in iron. Actually, how­ 
ever, the curtain is made of barbed 
wire- and rusty barbed wire at that. 
This writer visited the southern­ 
most segment ol the iron curtain 
today at a spot where Democratic 
Turkey and Communist Bulgaria 
meet. This border is the start of a 
long tangled barricade zigzagging 
north 
past 
Hungary, 
Austria, 
Czechoslovakia. Germany and Pol­ 
and. And though the fields ol win­ 
ter barley are just green on both 
sides of this barbed-wire barricade, 
it might just as well have been 
made of iron as far as free exchange 
of human intercourse is concerned. 
I drove up to the curtain in a 
Jeep with Captain Fetlis Seckin and 
Lieutenant Ali Akoz of the Turkish 
Army. The latter is in command of 
a ten-m an detachment guarding the 
Kaprikule outpost. The road lead­ 
ing to the curtain was paved with 
centuries-old stone and beside the 
road were Roman wells built by 
Emperor Adrian. But the traffic 
leading to the barbed-wire curtain, 
aside from an ox team pulling a 
John Deere disc drill, a tribute to 
the Marshall Plan, was nil. 
Suddenly the road ended. Ahead 
was an iron gate bearing that in­ 
ternational English word known to 
every tongue: “Stop.” Beyond it 
was another gate slightly rusty and 
delapidated bearing the words “Bul­ 
garia” in both French and Cydril- 
lic. This was the iron curtain and 
the place which Turks call Serhad, 
which significantly has two mean­ 
ings: The frontier and the neckline 
where one’s head is chopped oil. 
Alongside the gate was a series of 
blockhouses—one on the Bulgarian 
side, a little shabby with some of 
its windowpanes missing, and two 
on the Turkish side, both new and 
orderly. One Turkish blockhouse- 
set back from the iron gate but 
connected with it by a series of 
trenches—housed troops. 
I climbed stairs inside the thick- 
walled parapet to the tower on top 
of which a Turkish soldier stood 
scanning 
the 
langscape 
through 
field glasses. Through his glasses 
we could see a Bulgarian guard in 
the tower on the opposite side of 
the iron curtain scrutinizing us. 
From time to time he would run 
to the telephone evidently to noti­ 
fy headquarters about our party. 
Aside from this, there was almost 
no movement on the frontier. The 
sturdy walls, pierced with rifle slots, 
looked down on nothing more than 
the winter barley fields and the 
long, long barricade of barbed wire 
extending north. 
Prisoners Escape 
A herd of water buffalo grazed in 
the distance. They did not know the 
difference between communism or 
democracy, 
between 
Russianized 
Bulgaria or Turkey—to which the 
Truman doctrine is supplying arms 
and Marshall Plan aid. They only 
knew that the grass was just as 
green on either side. 
“Sometimes,” remarked Captain 
Seckin, “sheep or buffalo get under 
the wire and cross to the Bulgarian 
side and the 
Communists 
shoot 
them. Our farmers get no chanco 
to herd them back.” Sometimes, 
also, I learned, Bulgarian political 
prisoners sneak through the barbed 
wire at night to give themselves up 
to Turkish authorities. This hap­ 
pens at the rate of two or three 
times per month and they tell a 
story of harassment and political 
suppression in what once was a 
relatively democratic country. 
Climbing down from the watch- 
tower we moved closer to the iron 
curtain 
to 
the 
second 
Turkish 
building. Tins one was just six feci

from the gate separating the two 
countries. 
On rare occasions an official with 
a properly visaed passport is per­ 
mitted to pass through this gate 
and customs officials are kept on 
the Turkish side to handle such 
transits. We sat down a few feet 
from the gate to drink coffee with 
the customs officials. The weather 
was cold but the sun was warm, 
and I pulled my chair out onto a 
stone platform in the sunshine in 
full view of the Communist guards 
peering down through rifle slots 
in their watchtower 30 feet away. 
I don’t know and never will know 
what they thought of the stranger 
—the civilian dressed ip western 
clothes who sat and drank coffee 
just below them. I don’t even know 
whether they recognized me as an 
American but the Turkish guards, 
who watched them from the tower 
with their field glasses, reported 
that, on the opposite side of the 
curtain, there was more scurrying 
and more frantic telephoning back 
to their headquarters. 
However, the sun was warm and 
the coffee delicious and we lingered 
talking about the days when the 


army of Sultan Beyazid battled with 
the armored knights of the Polish 
king and the grand marshal of 
France in the days of the crusades 
across these same barley fields be­ 
fore the gates of Adrianople. 
Rattle For Adrianople 
For hundred of years men had 
fought to control this gateway to 
the Bosporus and they were still 
fighting. But the big question is 
would another war start actively 
this spring? Would the Russians at­ 
tack 
before 
Eisenhower 
has 
a 
chance to strengthen the armies of 
Western Europe, before an Ameri­ 
can-equipped 
Turkish 
army 
be­ 
comes stronger, before Marshal Tito 
further solidifies his hold on Yugo­ 
slavia? That is a question discussed 
in the chanceries and the coffee 
houses of the Near East and that 
is a question I came to Europe to 
try to answer. 
Talking about it I drove back to 
Adrianople, drove back 
over 
an 
age-old 
blood-soaked 
battlefield 
now planted in barley by oxen and 
John Deere disc drills—a battlefield 
sure to be one of the first points of 
attack if war comes.

r | OMORROW these reporters will 
separate 
again 
for 
some 
months, one to make an expe­ 
dition of inquiry in Western 
Europe, the other to hold the fort 
in this dreary city. It seems a good 
time to try to take stock—to observe 
the flight of starlings over the cap­ 
ital, to trace the veining of the 
luncheon calves’ liver, to consult 
the bunion that foretells bad weath­ 
er. and by these sooth-sayer’s de­ 
vices, to answer the great question, 
“doom or 110 doom, war or peace?” 
Two things are clear about the 
last three months. 
On the one 
hand, it Is clear that in December 
the masters of the Kremlin were 
actively preparing new aggressions, 
both in the Far East and in Europe. 
The physical preparations for at­ 
tacks on Indo-China by a “libera­ 
tion army,” and on Yugoslavia by 
the 
surrounding 
satellites, 
were 
being pushed forward with all haste. 
The 
logical 
conclusion, 
glumly 
reached by the leaders of most of 
the Western governments, was that 
attacks on Yugoslavia and Indo- 
China were planned and 
would 
shortly be launched. 
On the other hand, the situation 
has not developed in quite this sim­ 
ple manner. The tempo of prepara­ 
tion has slackened, although the 
Kremlin only needs to give the 
signal for both the Yugoslav and 
Indo-Chinese operations to begin. 
Certain 
other decidedly ominous 
signs have been given—for example, 
the heavy reinforcement of 
the 
Soviet garrison on Sakhalin Island, 
combined with the remarks on the 
Korean War in Stalin’s interview, 
can quite passibly mean that the 
Kremlin intends to rescue its Chi­ 
nese vassals from their difficulties 
in Korea by directly intervening in 
the war in the Far East. 
At the same time, the Western 
leadership has not been so idle as 
one might have expected from the 
condition of paralysis and divi­ 
sion that prevailed in December. 
Lieutenant General Ridgway and 
his men have decisively turned the 
balance of the Korean fighting—at 
lea st unless and until the Soviets 
intervene. Strong diplomatic meas­ 
ures have been taken by London 


and Washington, to show the Krem­ 
lin that Yugoslavia cannot be at­ 
tacked with impunity. 
Atmosphere Not as Tense 
Above all the great military asset 
of the West, the American atomic 
stockpile, has at least been un­ 
frozen. 
All sorts of steps have 
been taken to convince the Kremlin 
that any new aggression anywhere 
will carry with it the terrible risk 
of immediate destruction of Rus­ 
sia’s vital centers. 
Over-all, 
despite 
the 
ominous 
new 
signs above mentioned, the 
present atmosphere is decidedly less 
tense, distinctly more hopeful, than 
it was in December. The wave of 
despair that engulfed the leader­ 
ship in Washington <and in most 
other Western capitals) after the 
Chinese intervention in Korea, has 
at least subsided. The hope that 
the deterrents which are being so 
carefully paraded may actually do 
their work, is now rather generally 
held. 
If it is permissible to make a 
guess—and one can only guess— 
the masters of the Kremlin serious­ 
ly intended to launch the Yugoslav 
and Indo-Chinese operations when 
the preparations for these attasks 
were first noted. December, after 
all, was their good time, when it 
was natural for them to plan boldly. 
If one may guess further, the de­ 
velopments in the interval have 
persuaded them that the game is 
not worth the candle, and they have 
therefore adopted new tactics. 
The first installment of these tac­ 
tics is now ohlv too visible. All the 
signs suggest that the Conference 
of Foreign Ministers of the Big 
Four, which has been the subject of 
so long an exchange of notes, is to 
be the scene of a final, grandiose 
attempt to split the Western alli­ 
ance. No one can say how far the 
Kremlin will be willing to gamble 
the positions it now holds in Ger­ 
many and elsewhere in order to di­ 
vide Britain, France and the United 
States. 
Equally, no one can say 
whether the United States, Britain 
and France may not be able to .urn 
the Kremlin’s gamble to good diplo­ 
matic advantage. But while no one 
can foresee the Soviet methods, 
the Soviet aim is perfectly plain— 
split the West for good and all. and 
thus achieve the great ob ctive,

New Presidential Tenure 
Law Termed Clumsy Job

WASHINGTON, Feb. 28 — The 
American 
people 
have 
demon­ 
strated that, when they want to do 
so, they can amend the Constitu­ 
tion rather quickly. But by limit­ 
ing presidential tenure to two terms 
of four years each, a clumsy job 
has been done instead of a thorough 
streamlining of the whole system 
of presidential elections. 
It was Woodrow Wilson 
w’ho, 
when he was president-elect, on 
February 5, 1913, told Congress that 
limitation 
of 
presidential 
tenure 
was wrong. He wrote as follows: 
“Four years is too long a term for 
a president who is not the true 
spokesman of the people, who is 
imposed upon and does not lead. It 
is too short a term for a president 
who is doing, or attempting a great 
work of reform and who has not 
had time to finish it.” 
Advocated Single Term 
At that time the Democratic party 
had inserted in its 1912 platform a 
plank advocating a single term of 
six years and no re-election. Mr. 
Wilson had been asked by a House 
committee -for his views, and he 
stated for the first time formally 
what had been his belief for years— 
namely, that the United 
States 
should adopt some system of re­ 
sponsible government which ^*ould 
make a president’s term depend 
upon the will of the people expres­ 
sed at intervals of perhaps two years 
or less. 
“Why 
in 
such 
circumstances,” 
said Mr. Wilson, “should he (the 
president* be responsible to no one 
for four long years? All the people’s 
legislative spokesmen in the House 
of Representatives and one third 
of their representatives in the Sen­ 
ate are brought to book every two 
years: why not the president, if he 
Is to be the leader of the party and 
the spokesman of policy. 
“Sooner or later, it would seem, 
he must be made answerable to 
opinion in a somewhat more in­ 
formal 
and 
intimate 
fash io n - 
answerable. it may be. to the houses 
he seeks to lead, either personally 
or through a cabinet, as well as to 
the people for whom they speak. 
But that is a fnatter to be worked 
out—as it inevitably will be—in 
some natural American way which 
we cannot yet even predict.” 
After making this plea for a 
system which' resembles somewhat? 
the parliamentary form in voeue in 
Canada. Australia. Great Britain 
and many other democracies. Mr. 
Wilson gave as his second choice a 


two-term tenure as opposed to 
single six-year term. He said: 
“Put 
the 
present 
customary 
limitation of two years 
i n t o 
the 
Constitution, if you do not trust 
the people to take care of them ­ 
selves, but make it two t e r m s — not 
one, because four years is often too 
long—and 
give 
the 
president 
a 
chance to win the full service by 
proving himself fit for it. ’ 
Could Be E m b arrassin g 
It must be remembered that in 
the 1912 campaign, from which Mr. 
Wilson had just emerged the vic­ 
tor over a split Republican party— 
with President Taft 
and 
former 
President Theodore 
Roosevelt 
as 
the opposing candidates—the Demo­ 
crats had for the first time in his­ 
tory made a campaign against the 
third-term 
idea. 
Vice 
President 
Theodore Roosevelt had succeeded 
the assassinated president, William 
McKinley, in September, 1901, and 
then was elected in 1904 for a four- 
year term, so he really had served 
about three years and six months 
of one term and four years of an ­ 
other. The Democrats argued that, 
even though a four-year interval 
had elapsed since Mr. Roosevelt left 
the presidency in March 1909, it 
would mean that the same indivi­ 
dual would occupy the office of 
chief executive for what was then 
considered to be a “third term.” 
Theodore Roasevelt was often re­ 
ferred to in that campaign as the 
“third term ” candidate. 
If the Democratic party is think­ 
ing about nominating Mr. Truman 
again, they wrill find embarrassing 
the position taken in 1912 011 the 
subject of giving a vice president 
three terms. 
This correspondent has always 
argued against a limitation of ten­ 
ure for presidents 
011 the theory 
that, if any constitutional change 
were made, it should be toward a 
responsible 
system 
which 
would 
enable the people to remove a pres­ 
ident when he lost their confidence. 
Under such a plan elections could 
be held just the same at regular in­ 
tervals. 
Congress also should be subjected 
to the same power of the people to 
elect all of their legislators at least 
once every two years. 
The late 
Mackenzie King served as premier 
of Canada for 21 years but his 
service was not consecutive and he 
could have been ousted at any time 
by the Canadian Parliament or by 
the people.

Watch That Inflation! 
T 


HE REALLY big problem that 
this country faces today is in­ 
flation, 
which 
means 
that 
money 
Is 
constantly 
being 
cheapened, so th at prices go up be­ 
cause it costs more money to buy a 
given item. Sound money is usually 
based on gold; inflated money gives 
the posse.ssor the “feeling” of hav­ 
ing plenty while actually he has 
less because he has less purchasing 
power. 
“Political Action of the Week”— 
Organ of the CIO-PAC—does not 
fear inflation. In fact, in its Feb­ 
ruary 5 issue, it points out th at the 
“freeze” orders are a fake and does 
so very clearly: 


“WATCH for a series of re­ 
visions setting the 10 per cent- 
above-last-June 
standard 
for 
wages. The first of these clear­ 
ed the way for the raises. An­ 
other set of orders is due to 
open the way for cost-of-living 
raises and there are good pros­ 
pects for the same sort ol action 
on pension payments and other 
items. 
At 
present 
these 
are 
frozen, the same as bonuses, 
vacation and holiday pay, and 
higher rates for night shifts. 
The difference is that the cost 
of 
living 
raises 
lag 
several 
months 
behind 
higher 
prices 
and thus do not cause them. 
Pension and similar payments 
are actually money taken out of 
the buyers market. But higher 
pay for vacations 
and 
other 
benefits goes right into people's 
pockets ready to be spent.” 


While none of this has yet hap­ 
pened quite as indicated here, the 
fact is that such an arrangement 
would have pleased the CIO, and 
when it does happen, they will be 
temporarily contented, even though 
every increase in prices, wages, 
rents, profits is not an increase in 
value but a boost to the inflation. 
Tiie old adage “whatever goes up, 
must come down” could hit this 
country with such a bang that it 
might be more disastrous than war. 
The real trouble is that we all 
want more mone>^ and we are ac­ 
customed to think in terms of cur­ 
rency rather than in terms of pur­ 
chasing power The housewife tells 
y » that a $10 bill flies over the 
butcher’s counter as though it had 
Wiiigs. and then she wants her hus­ 
band to ask for more wages. Tha; is 
human 
nature 
without 
the 
re­ 
straints of disciplined thinking. 


More 
money 
can 
be 
less 
money, if the purchasing power 
of the dollar goes down. The 
statem ent: 
“The difference is 
that th*» cost of living raises lag 
several months behind higher 
prices and thus do not cause 
them," is just careless thinking. 


Prices rise 011 trends in the m ar­ 
ketplace, because the merchant or 
manufacturer must calculate 
re­ 
placement costs as well as future 
buying and therefore tries to set 
his price so that he does not wei 
stuck when he has to pay more for 
what ne needs to sell. Of course, 
sometimes a trend Is misunderstood, 
ami also buyers’ resistance can ect 


in and the merchant is caught with 
goods on his hands which he can­ 
not j»ell. That could, over a period, 
break him. 
It is true that “higher pay for 
vacations and other beenfits goes 
right into people’s pockets ready to 
be spent.” but this precisely Is the 
inflationary process. The volume of 
money 
increases; 
the 
value 
of 
money decreases. That is inflation. 
This is complicated by the very in­ 
tricate 
transaction which is in­ 
volved in the quarrel between the 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve 
Board. 
It would seem to me that the 
labor leaders would devote them­ 
selves to a deflationary program at 
this time. Their members cannot 
benefit from faked increases during 
an inflationary period, even if in­ 
creases give the impression of won­ 
derful 
successes 
for 
the 
labor 
leaders. 


But 
such 
successes, 
while 
personally 
gratifying, 
can 
in 
no way safeguard the value of 
the 
dollar which 
the 
worker 
earns, or anybody else’s dollar, 
for that matter.

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Helping The Rebels 


If revolt has broken out in Red China, as has been 
reported by various sources, it is to be hoped it is 
genuine, important and infectious. But at the same 
time it is necessary that Americans be prepared for 
disappointment and to recognize the difficulties 
involved in trying to help the Chinese people throw 
off Communist rule. 
A Peiping announcement refers to thousands of 
“cadres,” which is the regime’s term for political 
workers, being killed—more than 3,000 in Kwangsi 
alone. The announcement says that sabotage and 
other kinds of subversive activities have increased. In* 
many cases railways and bridges have been destroyed, 
factories and mines damaged, warehouses set afire. 
The Peiping announcement confirms reports of 
guerilla warfare by pro-Nationalist groups that are 
said to number hundreds of thousands of armed men. 
But these admissions were made in extending the 
death penalty to a long list of “counter-revolutionary 
Offenses’* committed by “those who work with im­ 
perialism against the fatherland.” For instance, those 
who harbor and protect counter-revolutionaries can 
now be put to death. So can persons found guilty of 
stirring up disunity, disturbing financial markets, and 
Inciting resistance to army and labor service orders 
or even tax collection. 
The new decree is so broad that the regime can 
now put out of the way anybody who makes trouble. 
Another purge is certainly coming, whether the revo­ 
lution is real or not. The Chinese Communists are 
following a familiar pattern and they have now 
reached the point where they are ready to tighten 
their deadly grip still further. 
There is no doubt this move has been forced by 
what has happened in Korea. Arthur Moore, a British 
Journalist in India who has just spent a month at 
Peiping for a New Delhi paper, writes that the war 
In Korea “is already somewhat of a surprise” to the 
Chinese Reds. He adds: “The casualties are much 
greater than they expected. The hospitals in Man­ 
churia are unequal to the influx and hospitals in 
Peiping are heavily denuded of nurses, as they have 
gone to the front.” He refers also to the problem of 
supply, which is difficult because gasoline is short. 9 
If there is an incipient revolution in China. 
General MacArthur is helping it along in Korea.

Three-Cent Lefter Mail 


One thing at least doesn’t cost any more today 
than it did a century ago-^-letter mail. One hundred 
years ago this coming Saturday. Congress fixed three 
cents as the cost of sending a letter up to 3.000 miles. 
It was three cents for one-half ounce in 1851 as 
compared to one ounce today. 
Almost 70 years-ago. in 1883. the letter rate was 
reduced to two cents. It went up to three cents for 
a time during World War I, then reverted to two 
cents, svent to the present three-cents charge during 
the depression of 1932. For about ten years, however, 
the rate was two cents for local letters—that is, those 
for delivery within the area served by the post office 
of mailing. 
Letter (‘‘first-class”) mail, accounting for about 
45 per cent of all postal receipts, is the only category 
of mail matter that shows a profit in the Post Office 
Department’s financial breakdown. The Administra­ 
tion is again urging Congress to raise rates other 
than those for letters, so as to meet 70 per cent of 
the postal deficit estimated at $521,000,000 in 1951-52. 
The pre-1851 letter rates seem utterly fantastic 
today. In 1789 the charge was determined by distance, 
with weight disregarded—7.4 cents up to 60 miles, 
l l .1 cents for 60-100 miles, 14.8 cents for 100-200 miles, 
3.4 cents for each additional IOO miles. It cost 59 cents 
to send a letter from Baston to New Orleans. 
There was no delivery service at first, but in 1794 
one was set up at two cents the letter. In 1810 the 
rates were sharply reduced to a maximum of 25 cents, 
but were still graded only by distance: in 1845 weight 
as well as distance was taken into account for the 
still lower rates then in effect. 


Atom Propulsion 


Newsmen who were on the spot following a 
briefing last week of the Joint Congressional Com­ 
mittee on Atomic Energy by AEC experts said there 
was quiet jubilation all over the place. The reason 
was that work on an atomic propulsion plant for one 
of the Navy’s submarines was getting along much 
better than expected. 
A bit more was added to what little was known 
of the project by a speech at Rochester, N. Y., by AEC 
Commissioner Sumner T. Pike. Briefly, he said the 
design for two “practical, though expensive” propul­ 
sion units is almost completed and one of them is 
partially built. He added it shouldn’t be too many 
years before one or both of them should be operating 
In a submarine. 
While atomic power in a submarine is a strictly 
military development, it follows that atomic power 
automatically becomes a possibility for surface ships, 
and for peacetime applications. 
But think of a submarine, or any ship, being able 
to cruise endlessly and at will uninhibited by such 
vital considerations as fuel supplies! A helpful scien­ 
tist has figured out that a teaspoonful of atomic sub­ 
stance will be the equivalent of several million times 
the same amount of ordinary propulsion fuel. 
Add to this the fact that the portable atomic pile 
may be self-regenerating. Man has come in sight of 
the ultimate: Harnessed perpetual motion! 


WELLING of the legs is not 
an unusual occurrence among # 
women in the summer time, 
especially thqse who are on 
their feet most of the day. 
This 
puffiness is not necessarily serious; 
it does not imply that the circula­ 
tion 
is 
impaired. * Furthermore, 
there are no after-effects. 
However, not all swellings of the 
lower extremities are so innocuous. 
T he cause m ay be obstruction of 
the m ain vein of the involved leg 
stem m ing from a clot (thrombophle­ 
bitis). 
Inflammation is the usual 
cause. 
The condition formerly was 
called “milk leg” because in bygone 
days it was so common after child­ 
birth. but it develops also after 
injury or surgery of the lowrer ab­ 
domen or pelvic organs. 
If these 
factors do not play a role, and 
the disorder appears spontaneous­ 
ly, a focus of infection in the throat, 
tonsils, or teeth is suspected. 


T he 
early 
m anifestations 
of 
throm bophlebitis are those of in ­ 
fection. 
Mrs. Jones, for example, 
was recuperating nicely from her 
operation when she began to run 
a slight tem perature. 
Because she 
was in bed there was no swelling 
and the only clew to the origin 
of th e fever was tenderness of th e 
calf of the left leg over the large 
vein. 
H ad she been allowed to get 
up and walk around, puffiness would 
have appeared. 
Phlebitis dem ands 
expert 
care. 
The best resutts are obtained when 
the victim goes to bed and keeps 
th e leg elevated on a t least one 
pillow. 
H eat is soothing and th e 
sulfonam ides o r antibiotics often 
overcome the infection w ithin a few 
days. 
A nticoagulants like heparin 
or dieum arol are used frequently to 
check the spread of the disease. 
A 
bandage or elastic stocking m ust be 
worn m eanwhile to prevent the leg 
from .swelling perm anently. 


ObstructioiT of the lymph vessels 
also is a common cause of edema 
of the legs. 
These passageways 
convey vital tissue juices in which 
the cells are bathed. 
They are 
located all over th e body but in the 
extrem ities are mast prevalent in 
the layers between th e skin and the 
muscles. 
Infection produces pu ffi­ 
ness and when an entire leg is in ­ 
volved it often doubles in size. The 
skin is ta u t and in the early stages, 
pressure with the fingers or thum b 
usually leaves indentations. 
L ater 
this may not occur because the 
tissues become fibrous in consis­ 
tency. 
Lym phangitis 
also 
m ay 
occur spontaneously but usually fol­ 
lows injury or infection 
Occasion­ 
ally ringworm of the feet Is the 
culprit. Tile bovs who were statio n ­ 
ed in the South Pacific will never 
forget tfie type caused by filari- 
asis, 
In some areas, the natives 
had elephantiasis: the affected l«g 
was so m onstrous it resembled an 
elep h an t’s. 
T reatm ent 
with 
bandages 
and 
m edicines Is much 
the same as 
in throm bophlebitis. 
The swelling 
is more than a cosmetic handicap. 
T he involved extrem ity Is heavy 
to lug around and whenever it is 
injured a painful, stubborn ulcer 
is likely to form. 
If swelling con­ 
tinues to increase despite the best 
remedies, 
surgery 
sometimes 
is 
utilized. 
T his is a tedious proce­ 
dure wrhich 
is 
not 
recommended 
too 
frequently 
because 
it 
leaves 
scars and disfigurem ents.

moves calcium from the bones and 
tissues and deposits the mineral in 
the kidneys. 
O ther symptoms in­ 
clude nausea, 
vomiting diarrhea, 
loss of apricate, headache, lassitude, 
and frequent urination. 
Hypervi- 
tam inosis A is extrem ely uncommon 
but when it occurs there Is extrem e 
dryness of the skin and hair, itch­ 
ing. a yellowish discoloration, poor 
appetite, 
weakness, 
and 
painful 
extrem ities.

New Presidential Tenure 
Law Termed Clumsy Job 
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Visit To Turkey-Bulgaria Iron Curtain Shows It's Really Rusty Barbed Wire; 


Fields Are Green On Both Sides Of Curtain Here 
Barley 


ALONGSIDE TH E IRON CUR­ 
TAIN. 
ADRIANOPLE, 
Turkey — 
W inston 
C hurchill’s 
» ell - coined 
phrase ‘ the iron cu rtain ” has now 
become so universal th a t some .peo­ 
ple really believe the Soviet border 
is encased in iron. Actually, how­ 
ever, the curtain is m ade of barbed 
wire- and rusty barbed wire a t th at. 
This w riter visited the southern­ 
m ost segm ent of the iron curtain 
today at a spot where D em ocratic 
T urkey and 
Com m unist 
Bulgaria 
m eet. T his border is the sta rt of a 
long tangled barricade zigzagging 
n o rth 
past 
H ungary, 
A ustria, 
Czechoslovakia. G erm any and Pol­ 
and. And though the fields of w in­ 
ter barley are just green on both 
sides of this barbed-w ire barricade, 
it m ight just as well have been 
m ade of iron as far as free exchange 
of hum an intercourse is concerned. 
I drove up to the curtain in a 
jeep with C aptain F etas Seckin and 
L ieutenant Ali Akoz of the T urkish 
Army. The latter is in com m and of 
a ten-m an detachm ent guarding the 
K aprikule outpost. The road lead­ 
ing to the curtain was paved with 
centuries-old stone and beside the 
road were Rom an wells built by 
Em peror Adrian. 
But the traffic 
leading to the barbed-w ire curtain, 
aside from an ox team pulling a 
John Deere disc drill, a tribute to 
the M arshall Plan, was nil. 
Suddenly the road ended. Ahead 
was an iron gate bearing th a t in­ 
ternational English word known to 
every tongue: 
“Stop.” Beyond 
it 
was another gate slightly rusty and 
delapidated bearing the words ‘‘Bul­ 
garia” in both French and Cydril- 
lic. This was the iron curtain and 
the place which Turks call Serhad, 
w hich significantly has two m ean­ 
ings: The frontier and the neckline 
where one’s head is chopped oif. 
Alongside the gate was a series of 
blockhouses—one on the Bulgarian 
side, a little shabby with some of 
its windowpanes missing, and two 
on the T urkish side, both new and 
orderly. One Turkish blockhouse- 
set back from the iron gate but 
connected w ith it by a series of 
trenches—housed troops. 
I climbed stairs inside the thick- 
walled parapet to the tower on top 
of which a Turkish soldier stood 
scanning 
the 
langscape 
through 
field glasses. Through his glasses 
we could see a B ulgarian guard in 
the tower on the opposite side of 
th e iron curtain 
scrutinizing us. 
From tim e to tim e he would run 
to the telephone evidently to noti­ 
fy headquarters about our party. 
Aside from this, there was alm ost 
no movement on the frontier. The 
sturdy walls, pierced with rifle slots, 
looked down on nothing more th an 
th e winter barley fields and the 
long, long barricade of barbed wire 
extending north. 
Prisoners Escape 
A herd of w ater buffalo grazed in 
the distance. They did not know the 
difference between communism or 
democracy, 
between 
Russianized 
B ulgaria or T urkey—to which the 
T rum an doctrine is supplying arm s 
and M arshall Plan aid. They only 
knew th a t the grass was ju st as 
green on cither side. 
“Som etim es,” 
rem arked 
C aptain 
Seckin, “sheep or buffalo get under 
the wire and cross to the B ulgarian 
side and the 
Com m unists 
shoot 
them . Our farm ers get no chanco 
to herd 
them 
back.” Sometimes, 
also, I learned, B ulgarian political 
prisoners sneak through the barbed 
wire at night to give themselves up 
Lo Turkish authorities. This h ap­ 
pens a t the rate of two or three 
times per m onth and they tell a 
story of harassm ent and political 
suppression in w hat once was a 
relatively dem ocratic country. 
Climbing down from the w atch­ 
tower we moved closer to Hie iron 
curtain 
to 
the 
second 
Turkish 
building. This one was just six feet

from the gate separating the two 
countries. 
On rare occasions an official w ith 
ft properly visaed passport is per­ 
m itted to pass through this gate 
and custom s officials are kept on 
the Turkish side to handle such 
transits. We sat down a few feet 
from the gate to drink coffee with 
tile custom s officials. The w eather 
was cold but the sun was warm , 
and I pulled my chair out onto a 
stone platform in the sunshine in 
full view of the Com m unist guards 
peering down 
through rifle slots 
in their watchtow er 50 feet away. 
I don’t know and never will know 
w hat they thought of the stranger 
—the civilian dressed ip western 
clothes who sat and drank coffee 
just below them . I don’t even know 
w hether they recognized me as an 
A m erican but the Turkish guards, 
who watched them from the tower 
w ith their field glasses, reported 
th a t, on the opposite side of the 
curtain, there was more scurrying 
and more frantic telephoning back 
to their headquarters. 
However, the sun was warm and 
the coffee delicious and we lingered 
talking about the days when the 


arm y of Sultan Beyazid battled w ith 
the arm ored knights of the Polish 
king and the grand m arshal of 
Prance in the days of the crusades 
across these same barley fields be­ 
fore the gates of Adnanople. 
Battle For Adrianople 
For hundred of years m en had 
fought to control this gateway to 
the Bosporus and they were still 
fighting. But the big question is 
would another war sta rt actively 
this spring? Would the R ussians a t­ 
tack 
before 
Eisenhower 
has 
a 
chance to strengthen tile arm ies of 
W estern Europe, before an Am eri­ 
can-equipped 
Turkish 
arm y 
be­ 
comes stronger, before M arshal T ito 
fu rth er solidifies his hold on Yugo­ 
slavia? T h at is a question discussed 
in the chanceries and the coffee 
houses of the N ear E ast and th a t 
is a question I came to Europe to 
try to answer. 
T alking about it I drove back to 
Adrianople. drove back 
over 
an 
age-old 
blood-soaked 
battlefield 
now planted in barley by oxen and 
John Deere disc drills—a battlefield 
sure to be one of the first points of 
attack if war comes. 
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WASHINGTON. Feb. 28 — The 
American 
people 
have 
demon­ 
strated that, when they want to do 
so. they can amend the Constitu­ 
tion rather quickly. But by lim it­ 
ing presidential tenure to two terms 
of four years each, a clumsy job 
has been done instead of a thorough 
streamlining of the whole system 
of presidential elections. 


It was 
Woodrow 
Wilson 
who, 
when he was president-elect, on 
February 5, 1913, told Congress that 
limitation 
of 
presidential 
tenure 
was wrong. He wrote as follows: 
“Four years is too long a term for 
a president who is not the true 
spokesman of the people, who is 
imposed upon and does not lead. It 
is too short a term for a president 
who is doing, or attempting a great 
work of reform and who has not 
had time to finish it.” 
Advocated Single Term 
At that time the Democratic ;.artv 
had inserted in its 1912 platform a 
plank advocating a single term of 
six years and no re-election. Mr. 
Wilson had been asked by a House 
committee «for his views, and he 
stated for the first time formally 
what had been his belief for years— 
namely, 
that 
the 
United 
States 
should adopt some system of re­ 
sponsible government which drould 
make a president’s term 
depend 
upon the will of the people expres­ 
sed at intervals of perhaps two years 
or less. 
“Why 
in 
such 
circumstances.’* 
said Mr. Wilson, “should he (the 
president) be responsible to no one 
for four long years? All the people’s 
legislative spokesmen in the House 
of Representatives and one third 
of their representatives in the Sen­ 
ate are brought to book every two 
years: why not the president, if he 
Is to be the leader of the party and 
the spokesman of policy. 
“Sooner or later, it would seem, 
he m ust be m ade answerable to 
opinion in a som ewhat more in ­ 
form al 
and 
intim ate 
fa s h io n - 
answerable. it m ay be. to the houses 
he seeks to lead, either personally 
or through a cabinet, as well as to 
the people for wrhom they speak. 
B ut th a t is a fhatter to be worked 
out—as 
it 
inevitably 
will 
be—in 
some natu ral American way which 
we cannot yet even predict.”

crats had for the first time in his­ 
tory made a campaign against the 
third-term

Theodore Roosevelt had succeeded 
the assassinated president, William 
McKinley, in September. 1901, and 
then was elected in 1904 for a four- 
year term, so he really had served 
about three years and six months 
of one term and four years of an­ 
other. The Democrats argued that, 
even though a four-year interval 
had elapsed since Mr. Roosevelt left 
the presidency in March 1909. it 
would mean that the same indivi­ 
dual would occupy the office of 
chief executive for w hat was then 
considered to be a “third term.” 
Theodore Roosevelt was often re­ 
ferred to in that campaign as the 
“third term” candidate.

Ii seems a good 
tim e to try to take stock—to observe 
the flight of starlings over the cap­ 
ital, to trace the veining of the 
luncheon calves’ liver, to consult 
the bunion th a t foretells bad w eath­ 
er, and by these sooth-sayer’s de­ 
vices, to answer the great question, 
“doom or no doom, war or peace?” 
Two things are clear about the 
la st three 
m onths. 
On the one 
hand, it is clear th a t in Decem ber 
the m asters of the K rem lin were 
actively preparing new aggressions, 
both in the F ar East and in Europe. 
T he physical preparations for a t­ 
tacks on Indo-C hina by a “libera­ 
tion arm y.” and on Yugoslavia by 
th e 
surrounding 
satellites, 
were 
being pushed forw ard with all haste. 
T he 
logical 
conclusion, 
glumly 
reached by the leaders of most of 
the W estern governm ents, was th a t 
attacks on Yugoslavia and Indo­ 
c h in a 
were 
planned 
and 
would 
shortly be launched. 


O n the other hand, the situation 
has not developed in quite this sim ­ 
ple manner. T he tempo of prepara­ 
tion has slackened, although the 
K rem lin only needs to give the 
signal for both the Yugoslav and 
Indo-C hinese operations to begin. 
C ertain 
other 
decidedly 
om inous 
signs have been given—for exam ple, 
the 
heavy 
reinforcem ent 
of 
the 
Soviet garrison on Sakhalin Island, 
combined with the rem arks on the 
K orean War in S talin’s interview, 
can quite possibly m ean th a t the 
K rem lin intends to rescue its C hi­ 
nese vassals from their difficulties 
in K orea by directly intervening in 
the war in the F ar East. 


At the sam e tim e, the W estern 
leadership has not been so idle as 
one m ight have expected from the 
condition 
of 
paralysis 
and 
divi­ 
sion th a t prevailed in December. 
L ieutenant G eneral Ridgway and 
his men have decisively turned the 
balance of the K orean fighting—a t 
least unless and until the Soviets 
intervene. Strong diplom atic m eas­ 
ures have been taken by London 


and W ashington, to show the K rem ­ 
lin th a t Yugoslavia cannot be a t­ 
tacked with im punity. 
Atmosphere Not as Tense 
Above all the great m ilitary asset 
of the West, the Am erican atom ic 
stockpile, has at least been un­ 
frozen. 
All 
sorts of steps have 
been taken to convince the K rem lin 
th a t any new aggression anyw here 
will carry with it the terrible risk 
of im m ediate destruction of Rus­ 
sia's vital centers. 
O ver-all, 
despite 
the 
ominous 
new signs 
above 
m entioned, the 
present atm osphere is decidedly less 
tense, distinctly more hopeful, than 
it was in December. The wave of 
despair th a t engulfed the leader­ 
ship in W ashington <and in most 
other W estern capitals) after the 
Chinese intervention in K orea, has 
a t least subsided. T he hope th a t 
the deterrents which are being so 
carefully paraded may actually do 
their work, is now rath er generally 
held. 
If it is permissible to make a 
guess—and one can only guess— 
the m asters of the K rem lin serious­ 
ly intended to launch the Yugoslav 
and Indo-C hinese operations when 
the preparations for these attasks 
were first noted. 
December, after 
all, was their good time, when it 
was n atural for them to plan boldly. 
If one may guess further, the de­ 
velopments 
in 
the 
interval 
have 
persuaded them th a t the game is 
not w orth the candle, and they have 
therefore adopted new tactics. 
The first installm ent of these ta c ­ 
tics is now only too visible. All the 
signs suggest th a t the Conference 
of Foreign M inisters of tile Big 
Four, which has been the subject of 
so long an exchange of notes, is to 
be the scene of a final, grandiose 
attem p t to split the W estern alli­ 
ance. No one can say how far the 
Krem lin will be willing to gamble 
the positions it now holds in G er­ 
m any and elsewhere in order to d i­ 
vide B ritain, France and the United 
States. 
Equally, no one can say 
w hether the United States, B ritain 
and France may not be able to .urn 
the K rem lin’s gamble to good diplo­ 
m atic advantage. B ut while no one 
can 
foresee 
the 
Soviet m ethods, 
the Soviet aim is perfectly plain— 
split the West for good and all. and 
thus achieve the great on dive,

(HE REALLY big problem th a t 
this country faces today is in ­ 
flation, 
which 
m eans 
th a t 
m oney 
is 
constantly 
being 
cheapened, so th a t prices go up be­ 
cause it costs more money to buy a 
given item . Sound money is usually 
based on gold; inflated money gives 
the possessor the “feeling” of hav­ 
ing plenty while actually he has 
less because he has less purchasing 
power. 
“Political Action of the W eek”— 
O rgan of the CIO-PAC—does not 
fear inflation. In fact, in its Feb­ 
ruary 5 issue, it points out th a t the 
“freeze” orders are a fake and does 
so very clearly: 


“WATCH for a series of re­ 
visions setting the IO per cent- 
above-last-June 
standard 
for 
wages. The first of these clear­ 
ed the way for the raises. An­ 
other set of orders is due to 
open the way for cost-of-living 
raises and there are good pros­ 
pects for the same sort of action 
on pension payments and other 
Items. 
At 
present 
these 
arc 
frozen, the same as bonuses, 
vacation and holiday pay, and 
higher rates for night shifts. 
The difference is that the cost 
of 
living 
raises 
lag 
several 
months 
behind 
higher 
prices 
and thus do not cause them. 
Pension and similar payments 
are actually money taken out of 
the buyers market. But higher 
pay for vacations and other 
benefits goes right into people's 
pockets ready to be spent.” 


While none of this has yet h ap ­ 
pened quite as indicated here, the 
fact is th a t such an arrangem ent 
would have pleased the CIO, and 
when it does happen, they will be 
tem porarily contented, even though 
every 
increase 
in 
prices, 
wages, 
rem s, profits is not an increase in 
value but a boost to the inflation. 
Tile old adage ' w hatever goes up, 
m ust come down” could hit this 
country with such a bang th a t it 
m ight be more disastrous than war. 
The real trouble is th a t we all 
want more monej^ and we are ac­ 
customed to think in term s of cur­ 
rency rath er th an in term s of pur­ 
chasing power The housewife tells 
y i th a t a $10 bill flies over the 
butcher’s counter as though it had 
Wings, and then she w ants her hus­ 
band to ask for more wages. T hat is 
hum an 
nature 
w ithout 
the 
re­ 
straints of disciplined thinking. 


More 
money 
can 
be 
less 
money, if the purchasing power 
of the dollar goes down. The 
statement: “The difference is 
that the cost of living raises lag 
several months behind higher 
prices and thus do not cause 
them,” is just cageless thinking. 


Prices rise on trends in the m ar­ 
ketplace, because the m erchant or 
m anufacturer 
must 
calculate 
re­ 
placem ent costs as well as future 
buying and therefore tries to set 
his price so th a t he does not ^et 
stuck when he has to pay more for 
w hat ne needs to sell. Of course 
sometimes a trend is m isunderstood. 
am i also buyers’ resistance can set 


in and the m erchant is caught w ith 
goods on his hands w hich he can­ 
not fell. T h at could, over a period, 
break him . 


It is true that “higher pay for 
vacations and other beenfits goes 
right into people’s pockets ready to 
be spent.” but this precisely is th e 
inflationary process. T he volume of 
money 
increases; 
the 
value 
of 
money decreases. T h at is inflation. 
This is complicated by th e very in ­ 
tricate 
transaction which 
is in ­ 
volved in the quarrel between th e 
T reasury and the Federal Reserve 
Board. 
It would seem to me th a t the 
labor leaders would devote them - 
% 
selves to a deflationary program a t 
this time. T heir m em bers cannot 
benefit from faked increases during 
an inflationary period, even if in ­ 
creases give the im pression of won­ 
derful 
successes 
for 
the 
labor 
leaders.

was wrong. He wrote as follows: 
’•Four years is too long a term for 
a president who is not the true 
spokesman of the people, who ^ 
imposed upon and does not lead. It 
Is too short a term for a president 
who is doing, or attempting a great 
work of reform and who has not 
had time to finish it.” 
Advocated Single Term 
At that time the Democratic ,>artv 
had inserted in its 1912 platform a 
plank advocating a single term of 
six years and no re-elcctlon. Mr, 
Wilson had been asked by a House 
committee for his views, and he 
stated for the first time formally 
what had been his belief tor years— 
namely, that the United States 
should adopt tome system of re­ 
sponsible government which *ould 
make a president’s term depend 
upon the will of the people expres­ 
sed at intervals of perhaps two years 
or less. 
“Why 
In 
such circumstances.** 
said Mr Wilson, “should he ‘ the 
president) be responsible to no one 
for four long years? Al) the people's 
legislative spokesmen tn the Hou>e 
of Representatives and one third 
of their representatives in the Sen­ 
ate are brought to book every two 
years: why not the president, if he 
Is to be the leader of the party and 
the spokesman of policy. 
“Sooner or later, it would seem. 
he must be made answerable to 
opinion in a somewhat more in­ 
formal 
and 
intimate 
fashion- 
answerable, it may be. to the houses 
he .seeks to lead, either personally 
or through a cabinet, as well as to 
the people for whom they speak. 
But that is a fin a? ter to be worked

The road lead­ 
ing to the curtain was paved with 
centuries-old stone and beside the 
road were Roman wells built by 
Emperor Adrian. But the traffic 
leading to the barbed-wire curtain, 
a ide from an ox team pulling a 
John Deere disc drill, a tribute to 
the Marshall Plan, was nil. 
Suddenly the road ended. Ahead 
was an iron gate bearing that in­ 
ternational English word known to 
every tongue: “Stop.” Beyond it 
was another gate slightly rusty and 
delapidated bearing tile words “Bul­ 
garia” in both French and Cydril- 
lic. Tins was the iron curtain and 
the place which Turks call Serhad, 
which significantly has two mean­ 
ings: The frontier and the neckline 
where one’s head is chopped off. 
Alongside the gate was a series of 
blockhouses—one on the Bulgarian 
side, a little shabby with some of 
its windowpanes missing, and two 
on the Turkish side, both new and 
orderly. One Turkish blockhouse— 
set back from the iron gate but 
connected with it by a series of 
trenches—housed troops. 
I climbed stairs inside the thick- 
walled parapet to the tower on top 
of which a Turkish soldier stood 
scanning 
the langocape 
through 
field glasses. Through his glasses 
we could see a Bulgarian guard in 
Hie tower on the opposite side of 
the iron curtain scrutinizing us. 
From time to time he would run 
to the telephone evidently to noti­ 
fy headquarters about our party. 
Aside from this, there was almost 
no movement on the frontier. The 
sturdy walls, pierced with rifle slots, 
looked down on nothing more than 
the winter barley fields and the 
long, long barricade of barbed wire 
extending north. 
Prisoners Escape 
A herd of water buffalo grazed in 
the distance. They did not know the 
difference between communism or 
democracy, 
between 
Russianized 
Bulgaria or Turkey—to which the 
Truman doctrine is supplying arms 
and Marshall Plan aid. The> only 
knew that the grass was just as 
green on either side. 
“Sometimes.” remarked Captain 
Seckin, “sheep or buffalo get under 
tfie wire and cross to the Bulgarian 
side and the Communists shoot 
them. Our farmers get no chance 
to herd them back."

TOMORROW these reporters will 
separate 
again 
for

months, one to make an expe­ 
dition of inquiry in Western 
Europe, the other to hold the fort 
in this dreary city. It .seems a good 
time to try to take stock—to observe 
the flight of starlings over the cap­ 
ital, to trace the veining of the 
luncheon calves’ liver, to consult 
the bunion that foretells bad weath­ 
er. and by these sooth-.sayer’s de­ 
vices. to answer the great question, 
“doom or no doom, war or peace?” 
Two things are clear about the 
last three months. 
On the one 
hand, it Is clear that in December 
the masters of the Kremlin were 
actively preparing new aggressions, 
both in the Far East and in Europe. 
The physical preparations for at­ 
tacks on Indo-China by a “libera­ 
tion army.*’ and on Yugoslavia by 
the 
surrounding 
satellites, 
were 
being pushed forward with all haste. 
The 
logical 
conclusion, 
glumly 
reached by the leaders of most of 
the Western governments, was that 
attacks on Yugoslavia and Indo­ 
china were planned and would 
shortly be launched. 
Oil the other hand, the situation 
has not developed in quite this sim­ 
ple manner. Tile lempo of prepara­ 
tion has slackened, although the 
Kremlin only needs to give the 
signal for both the Yugoslav and 
Indo-Chinese operations to begin. 
Certain other decidedly ominous 
signs have been given—lor example, 
the heavy reinforcement of the 
Soviet garrison on Sakhalin Island, 
combined with the remarks on the 
Korean War in Stalin’s interview, 
can quite possibly mean that the 
Kremlin intend.' to re.'cue its Chi­ 
nese vassals from their difficulties 
in Korea by directly intervening in 
the war in the Far East. 
At the same time, the Western 
leadership has not been so idle as 
one might have expected from the 
condition of paralysis and divi­ 
sion that prevailed In December. 
Lieutenant General Ridgway and 
his men have decisively turned the 
balance of the Korean fighting— at 
least unless and until the Soviets 
intervene. Strong diplomatic meas­ 
ures have been taken by London 


and Washington, to show the Krem­ 
lin that Yugoslavia cannot be at­ 
tacked with Impunity. 


Atmosphere Not a" Tense 
Above all the great military asset 
of the West, the American atomic 
stockpile, has at least been un­ 
frozen. 
All sorts of steps have 
been taken to convince the Kremlin 
that any new aggression anywhere 
will carry with it the terrible risk 
of immediate destruction of Rus­ 
sia’s vital centers. 
Over-all, despite 
the 
ominous 
new signs above mentioned, the 
present atmosphere is decidedly less 
tense, distinctly more hopeful, than 
it was in December. The wave of 
despair that engulfed the leader­ 
ship in Washington <and in most 
other Western capitals) after the 
Chinese intervention in Korea, has 
at least subsided. The hope that 
the deterrents which are being so 
carefully paraded may actually do 
their work, is now rather generally 
held. 
If it is permissible to make a 
guess -and one can only guess— 
the masters of the Kremlin serious­ 
ly intended to launch the Yugoslav 
and Indo-Chinese operations when 
the preparations for these attasks 
were first noted. December, after 
all, was their good time, when it 
was natural for them to plan boldly. 
If one may guess further, the de­ 
velopments in the interval have 
persuaded them that the game is 
not worth the candle, and they have 
therefore adopted new tactics. 
The first installment of these tac­ 
tics is now ohlv too visible. All the 
signs suggest that the Conference 
of Foreign Ministers of tne Big 
Four, which has been the subject of 
so long an exchange of notes, is to 
be the scene of a final, grandiose 
attempt to split the Western alli­ 
ance. No one can say how far the 
Kremlin will be willing to gamble 
the positions It now holds in Ger­ 
many and elsewhere in order to di­ 
vide Britain, France and the United 
States. Equally, no one can .say 
whether the United States, Britain 
and France may not be able to .urn 
the Kremlin’s gamble to good diplo­ 
matic advantage. But while no one 
can foresee the Soviet methods, 
the Soviet aim is perfectly plain— 
split the West for good and all. and 
thu. achieve the great ob clive,

Organ of the CIO-PAC—does not 
fear inflation. In fact, in its Feb­ 
ruary 5 issue, it points out that the 
“freeze” orders are a fake and does 
so very clearly:

wages. The first of these clear­ 
ed the way for the raises. An­ 
other set of orders is due to 
open the way for cost-of-living 
ra ises and there are good p ro s­ 
p ec ts for the sam? sort «1 action 
on pension payments and other 
items.

Pension and similar payments 
are actually money taken oui of 
the buyers market. But higher 
pay

vacations 
and 
other 
benefits goes right into people s 
pockets ready to be spent.” 


While none of this has yet hap­ 
pened quite as indicated here, the 
fact is that such an arrangement 
would have pleased the CIO. and 
when it does happen, they will be 
temporarily contented, even though 
every increase in prices, wages, 
rents, profits is not an increase in 
value but a boast ta the inflation. 
Tile old adage “whatever goes lip, 
must come down” could hit this 
country with such a bang that it 
might be more disastrous than war. 
The real trouble is that we all 
want more moneys and we are ac­ 
customed to think in terms of cur­ 
rency rather than in terms of pur­ 
chasing power The housewife tells 
y * ‘hat a $10 bill flies over the 
butcher's counter as though it had 
wmgs, and then she wants her hus­ 
band to ask for more wages. Tha; is 
human nature 
without 
the re­ 
straints of disciplined thinking. 


More 
money

money, if the purchasing power 
of the dollar goes down. The 
statement: 
“The difference 
is 
that the cost of living raises lag 
several 
months behind 
higher 
prices and thus do not cause 
them," is just cageless thinking. 


Prices rise on trends in the mar­ 
ketplace, because the merchant or 
manufacturer must calculate re­ 
placement costs as well as future 
buying and therefore tries to set 
his price so that he does not 
el 
stuck when lie has to pay more for 
what ne needs to sell. Of course 
sometimes a trend is misunderstood, 
ami also buyers’ resistance eau set 


in and the merchant is caught with 
goods on his hands which he can­ 
not jell. That could, over a period, 
break him. 
It is true that “higher pay for 
vacations and other beenflts goes 
right into people’s pockets ready to 
be spent.” but this precisely Is the 
inflationary process. The volume of 
money 
increases; 
the 
value of 
money decreases. That is inflation. 
This is complicated by the very in­ 
tricate transaction which is in­ 
volved in the quarrel between the 
Treasury and the Federal Reserve 
Board. 
It would seem to me that the 
la I )or leaders would devote them- 
.selves to a deflationary program at 
this time. Their members cannot 
benefit from faked increases during 
an inflationary period, even if in­ 
creases give the impression of won­
